strong that all metals -in a town six- 
ty-five'miles away are turning black, 
birds are dying in great numbers and 
the eyesight of many people far away 
is affected, are announced as among 
the remarkable results of the great 
flow of the Mexican oil well at Dos 
Bocas, Mexico. 


• Since the recent fierce conflagration 
there, which consumed several mil- 
lion barrels of oil during its almost 
two months' continuance, the best en- 
gineering skill on both sides of the 
Mexican-United States boundary line 
has been engaged in the effort to con- 
trol the flow and conserve the oil. Im- 
mense- earthen reservoirs and dikes 
have been built, but the oil passed 
over these with ease and spread over 
the -LaGuana for several miles. Men 
and. animals, reports Consul Griffith, 
at Tampico, are dying from the effects 
of the noxious gases constantly thrown 
off in great quantities by the wells. 
Ozuluama, seven leagues distant, aud 
Tampico. sixty-five miles distant, a,re 
experiencing the blackening of metal 
from this cause and all ships entering 
Tampico from Vera Cruz and passing, 
near the well show the effects of-the 
poisonous gases. 


Consul Griffith says It has been au-

French Doctor Brings the 


Results of Experiments 


Made Abroad. 


New York, Dec. 5— Dr. Robert Si- 


mon, a distinguished French physi- 
cian, a member of the Therapeutical 
society of Paris and physician to the 
marine dispensaries of Paris, deliv- 
ered an illustrated lecture at Columbia 
university last night on the curative 
properties of sea water when used by 
subcutaneous injection. 


The use ot sea water In this manner 


as a therapeutic agent is now general 
in France. The results obtained have 
been so gratifying that Dr. Simon has 
come to America to explain to the 
faculties of the foremost medical col- 
leges and to scientific societies 
the 


method of procedure and the theoret- 
ical basis of its employment. 


Although the sponsor for the sea 


water cure does not assert that it is a 
specific for any ailment, he furnishes 
an extraordinary series o£ cases in 
whict sea water either has cured pa- 
tients or modified their ailments. 


Good for Skin Diseases. 


The cases treated and cured include 


a wide range of skin diseases, the in- 
testinal ailments of infants (with re- 
markable reduction in death rate), as 
well as improvement in patients suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis. Dr. Simon, as 
he explained last night in his lecture, 
is associated In his work with Prof. 
Quinton, the well known 
biologist. 


Quinton. it seems, is responsible for 
the theory which resulted in the use 
of sea water as an active curative 
agent. 


Quinton is the exponent of the ma- 


rine origin of life. 
He holds that a 


perfect medium of cell life existed in 
the sea, and has demonstrated proof 
of this theory to his own satisfaction 
and of other scientists. 
By experi- 


mentation Dr. Simon says Prof. Quin- 
ton has proved tho concentration of 
life in fish as they exist in the ocean 
today. 


He maintains that the original con- 


dition of life persists 
in fish to a 


greater extent than in any other form 
of animal life: that, this is due to the 
fact that fish live in water, and that, 
therefore, the sea water helps to main- 
tain good physiological conditions in 
man; in other words, there is a ten- 
dency to maintain original 
marine 


conditions. 
The theory once estab- 


lished by Prof. Quinton. he and Dr. 
Simon began to inject sea water into 
patients suffering from 
various dis- 


ease?.

And this is the 
etory that Mr. Thomas tells us in "The 
Witching Hour." His characters taste 
the waters of Marah, only to come up 
from them strong and better, and 
their lives chastened and sweetened, 
for only those who have known deep 
Borrow can taste the real sweetness 
of joy. 


But if you do believe in the myster- 


ious force of nature that is attracting 
BO much attention from serious in- 
vestigators, the 
manifestations of 


which are proven beyond peradventure 
of doubt, then you will find the play 
doubly enjoyable. 
For it not only 


tells the story that fascinates you, but 
It also expresses something of your 
own thoughts and opens a vista of 
possibilities down which your mind 
•will stray in wonderment 
and unre- 


strained anticipation. For the crux of 
the play is the power of one mind 
over another. A boy, goaded to insan- 
ity through hereditary tea*- of a harm- 
less jewel, - unintentionally commits 
murder. • To save him comes Jack 
Brookfield, professional gambler, but 
a man, of cultured instincts and imagi- 
native nature. 
Brookfield lo^es the 


hoy's mother, and Is opposed by Frank 
Hardmuth, prosecuting attorney, who 
has been denied the hand of Brook- 
field's niece because she loves the boy. 
Into the action quite casually comes 
J«stir» 
Prentice, of 
the 
supreme 


court, who, it, turns out, loved the 
boy's grandmother aud knew of her 
aversion 
to 
the 
particular 
jewel, 


which in this case is u cat's-eye. Jus- 
tice Prentice is an investigator and 
believer in the psychic force, a:r,l 
discovers that Brookfield also has the 
power he himself possesses. The cli- 
max of the dramatic action comes in 
the acquittal of the boy because of the 
influence exerted by the justice and 
the gambler and the public, whose 
mind has been favorably operated on 
by a newspaper story on the jury, 
which is hearing the case for the sec- 
ond time. A powerful dramatic inci- 
dent closes tho third act. when the 
defeated prosecutor rushes in to kill 
the gambler, but finds himself power- 
less to do so because of the strong 
hypnotic power of the intended vic- 
tim. 
Incidental, of course, ia the re- 


formation of the gambler. This skele- 
ton is clothed with the most charming 
of garments, wrought in Mr. Thomas' 
best fashion and proves a succession 
of delights and surprises from Its op- 
ening to its close. 


No author more thoroughly under- 


stands the value of contrasts, nor han- 
dles them more deftly than does Mr. 
Thomas. He is a master of this phase 
of his art, avoiding anti-climacteric, 
and yet achieving such adequate re- 
sults as effectively maintain his point, 
holding-the. interest and relieving the 
tension at the same time. 
This is 


shown by the introduction of a bit of 
comedy in the third act, just when 
the nerves are strained to the snap- 
ping. But, in all his writings, he has 
done nothing so 
pretty—that's the 


word, unless you want to substitute

•won't understand it. 
So your skept- 


icism will be respected, and no effort 
made to convince you that it can be 
done. But you are not yet so utterly 
nnd helplessly blase that you do not 
'like to listen to a good story or that 
you do not feel down in your heart 
somewhere just a little hit ot satisfy- 
ing uplift at seeing loving hearts unit- 
ed after a more or less bitter experi- 
ence of separation. And this is the 
Btory that Mr. Thomas tells us in "The 
Witching Hour." His characters taste 
the waters of Marah, only to come up 
from them strong and better, and 
their lives chastened and sweetened, 
for only those who have known deep 


court, who, it turns out, loved the 
boy's grandmother and knew of her

which in this case is a cat's-eye. Jus- 
ice Prentice is an investigator and 
believer in the psychic force, and 
Hscovors that Brookfleld also has the 
lower ho himself possesses.

He is a master of this phase 
of his art. avoiding anti-climacteric, 
and yet achieving such adequate re- 
sults as effectively maintain his point, 
holding-the interest and relieving the 
tension at the same time. 
This is 


shown by the introduction of a bit of 
comedy in the third act, just when 
the nerves are strained to the snap- 
ping. But, in all his writings, he has 
done nothing so 
pretty—that's the 


word, unless you want to substitute 
"beautiful"—than the second act of 
this play.

reduce weight, and the effort should 
besin by learning to sit so that tho 
hips will not be too much enlarged 
:iml the abdomen disproportionately 
developed. 


Sit buck so far on any chair that 


the small of the back is supported, for 
if it is properly braced then the abdo- 
men cannot be pushed forward BO that 
the weight which should be taken by 
tho spine is forced on the hips. 


An exorcise for reducing flesh on 


the hips is extremely simple. It con- 
sists ot standing with the weight well 
thrown forward but still erect, while 
holding the right arm above the head 
n.:id the left one down at tho side. For 
this movement hold light dumbbells, 
those weighing a pound each.

was taught lo me in college, and which I, In 
common with the great majority of our min- 
isterial brethren, firmly believed to be the 
teaching of God's word. 


"But now I havo to confess that I was sad- 


ly mistaken,'for, after what has occurred, I 
cannot help believing that Clod's word means 
just, what it says. My pastoral labors, during 
all the time 1 have been with you, have been 
excessive, and in consequence I have not been 
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able to devote to the study of prophecy the 
time which a subject so deep demanded. 


"Many remember that during the last fifty 


years some of the faithful watchmen have 
kept' ringing into the ears of the church the 
warning that this event was hastening upon 
this generation.

Hoosicr Leads In Kansas. 


Indiana is furnishing a leader for 


the churches of Kansas in one of the 
greatest religious movements of the 
day. The movement Is "The Kansas 
Forward Movement for Evangelistic 
Work." and the Hoosier at.Its bead-is- 
Rav. William Edward Biederwolf! the 
well known evangelist, who Is a. na- 
tive and a resident, of Montlcello, In- 
diana, an.1 
is well known 
in Fort 


Wayne, where he once conducted a 
notably successful evangelistic cam- 
paign. 


For ten years Dr. Biederwolf has 


been in evangelistic work and in this 
time he lias become one of the most 
prominent men in the whole, field. He 
war, born and ra'sed at Monlicello, 
anrj attcTUo.l Wabnsh college at. Craw- 
forJsville. where he was a leader in 
both studies and athletics. 
He left 


AVabash to enter Princeton, at which 
Echool he finished in both the college 
anJ the theological seminary. He be- 
came one of the best gymnasts in 
Princeton, ami was a member of the 
gymnastic (cam that traveled over the 
east 
giving 
exhibitions. Upon his 


graduation from the seminary he was 
granted ihe New Testament Greek fel- 
lowship and sent to Germany for two 
years of study, afler which he traveled 
extensively in the holy land. -Return- 
Ing, he was called to become pastor of 
the Broadway Presbyterian church of 
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Logansport, in which capacity he was 
increasingly efficient and popular. Peo- 
ple of Indiana will remember that 
when the Spanish-American war broke 
oupt, Rev. Biederwolf was appointed 
chaplain of the 161st infantry. 
He 


went to Cuba with the army, and 
while there wrote a complete history 
of his regiment. On his return from 
Cuba, after a short pastorate at Lo- 
gansport, ho 
entered 
evangelistic 


work. 


Dr. Biederwolf's work has extended 


over the whole United States, from 
Lewiston, Maine, to Los Angeles, Cal., 
and from Atlanta, Ga., to Tacomai 
Wash., and tens of thousands of peo- 
ple have become Christians under his 
preaching. 
Among tho men he has 


ha;l as many as four hundred converts 
at one meeting. He and his party'of 
assistants have just closed a meeting 
at Independence, Kansas, where close 
to a thousand people were converted. 


The Kansas Forward movement is 


a creation of his own heart. He has 
worked considerably in Kansas, nnd 
was much impressed by the possibil- 
ities there. 
Gradually the idea of ; 


state-wide movement grew upon him, 
and after much thought the Kansas 
Forward movement was launched. For 
one whole year before the opening of 
the movement he and his helpers lab 
orecl on the preparations. It Is char- 
_acteristic of Biedcrwolf that the whole

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movement should be thought out and 
carefully planned to its end before. It 
was even suggested lo the public.' It 
was this deflnlteness in the plan that

supervision of an advisory board, com- 
posed of two ministers and two lay- 
men from each of the twelve denomi- 
nations interested. 
The members of 


the board are scattered over the whole 
state, In every profession and business 
and are without exception leaders in 
the life of their respective communi- 
ties nnd denominations. 
Besides Dr. 


Biederwolf as director, there are two 
field secretaries who are devoting all 
their time to arranging revivals In 
the towns and cities. 


Though this is only the third month 


of the campaign, it having begun in 
September, already over seventy-five 
towns have conducted revivals, and a 
hundred more are making arrange, 
ments to do the same at an early date. 
Most of these are union meetings, car- 
ried on in tabernacles especially' con- 
structed for the purpose, or in huge 
tents. 
The campaign will end June 


30, 1909, and the indications are that 
nearly every community in Kansas 
will have had a revival before that 
date. 


This Kansas undertaking has drawn 


the attention of the whole religious 
world, and English 
and 
Australian 


newspapers are devoting space to it. 
The clergy of several 
other states 


have already requested Dr. Biederwolf 
to conduct similar campaigns with 
them when his work in Kansas is 
over. It is possible that next year or 
the year following he may make a tour 
of the world In company with some of 
the great chorus leaders of the coun- 
try, conducting meetings in England 
and Australia.
